Chinese. customs, was almost as binding 
us the actual wedding. .The betrethal |: 
was made through a match-mnker, & 
friend of both families, and usually on 
old woman, but sometimes a man. This 
match-maker expounded to the ‘parents 
of the future bridegroom all the virtues 
of the brida, leaving the qualities Which 
were not virtues, unsaid,, But the match- 
maker was strictly fair. .He said nothing 
to the bride’s parents which was detri- 
mental to the bridegroom. 

_ Great caro has to"be taken when the 
engagement. is» made,“ that ‘there is no 
antagonistic element in either birthday,” 
said ‘Mrs. Young. ‘‘If, for instance, the 
girl was born on o Tiger Day, and the 
boy on, & Goat Day, their ‘marriage would 
never be successful, for the girl would 
be of fiery temper, and the boy meek, |: 
so that you would have a hén-pecked 
husband." To. put into American slang, 
the best thing would be'to find, o girl 
born. on « Fish Day, and a boy on a 
Goat Day. Then the poor fish would 
never molest the kid, and never get his; 
goat.” (Laughter.) : 

Mrs. Young gave a detailed account of 
the actual ceremony, commencing with 
the’ procession ten days before the rin- 
‘cipal ceremony, and “the 
yisis ‘of the husband to the bride’s 
parents,’ three daya after the marriage. 
The bride was accompanied to. the 
groom’s house by her younger brother, | 
whose duty it wag to report her gafe ar: 
rival, ‘The groom had to mect the chair |. 
at the gate, and amid the din of crackers |° 
and blare of trampets, he would ‘kow-tow 
to ‘the brother, and’ then to ‘the bride.

“ Are’ these marriages happy?” asked 
Mrs. Young. ““‘ Well looked at; from the 
Western point of view, it is difficult’ to 


[see how they can be, but we must re- 


member that if the husband docs not 
choose. his bride, he is young, and the 
‘paig are casily adaptable to each other. 
There is no law by which the man or 
the woman can divorce the other merely 
bechuse they do. not cate for each other, 
and so they always try to do their best, 
and make their. marriage successtul.. It 
is algo said that the Chinese shusband is 
not offectionate... You do not se him 
holding bands, or callin his wife endear- 
ing hames. If he did that while’s third 
party w#s present, the wife would.con- 
sider it'an indignity, for only children 
do that when « third person 1s there. .
